Earthquake shocks followed by fire j 
at San Francisco W^nesday caused one j 
of .the greatest disasters in the history i 
of the United States.

Thousands of peo- 
ple were left homeless and many of 
them are in the parks and public 
squares. The water supply being cut 
off by the earthquake shocks left the 
Are department helpless and the loss by 
fire is too great to even give an esti- 
mate of. There has been heavy loss of 
life in the outlying districts. Santa Ro- 
sa is.reported to have been partly de- 
stroyed and heavy damage has been 
done to the buildings of the Leland 
Stanford University at Palo Alto. The 
property loos will exceed $200,000,000. 

San Francisco is still burning and 
hope of saving the city has been almost 
abiuidoned. The lowest estimate of the 
loss of life is 500 and the fire loss grows 
greater each minute.
